JERSEY JUDGE IN LOVE 


SUIT 


NEWARK, N. J., Jan. 9.—The 
love affairs of Judge William A. 
Coddington of Plainfield. N. J., may 
be heard in court, for Miss Vera 
Meyer Devine has_ brought suit 
against him for $50,000 for breach 
of promise, and Judge Rellstah has 
ordered that the girl’s allegations 
be answered in court today. The 
suit was brought in the Unites! 
States District Court by Miss De- 
vine, who claims that on three dif- 
ferent occasions Judge Coddington 
asked her to marry and that on each 
occasion she _ accepted. The first 
proposal, she declares, was in 1911. 
Twice in 1912 he proposed, the 
complaint states, and ‘‘there was a 
mutual agreement of marriage’ to 
take place after April, 1914.
